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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(1) states, "the 
list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate 
paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on form 
PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(4), 
because reference characters 1-5 have been used to designate more than one 
reference, e.g. reference character "1" has been used to designate cortical bone, 
threaded guidewire, and first distal screw. Each number should only be used once to 
designate a particular item referenced in the drawings. In addition, each of the drawings 
should be designated as a separate figure. Note the format of the drawings in the 
patent(s) cited. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet 
submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as 
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either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
any required corrective action in the next Office action.

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains phrases that can 

be implied, e.g. "The invention". Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims,, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 
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The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
invention," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

The disclosure is further objected to because, throughout the specification, 
reference numbers should be used to identify each element of the invention shown in 
the drawing, every time the element is mentioned, i.e. the intramedullary nail, 1, is 
secured using a threaded guidewire, 2. The reference numbers should not appear in the 
Brief Description of the Drawings. Note the format of the specification in the patent(s) 
cited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-3 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure, which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. Furthermore, 
applicant's oath states a method, but applicant's claims state a mechanism. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , line 3, "the distal screw" lacks proper antecedent basis. 

In claim 2, lines 2, 3 and 5, "the distal screw", "proximal screw", and "the IN Nail" 
lack proper antecedent basis, respectively. 

In claim 3, line 3, "the IN Nail" lacks proper antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3, as understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by the Frigg (U.S. Patent No. 5,034,012). 

Frigg discloses a mechanism to secure an intramedullary nail, 13, by using 
threaded guidewire, 14, between tapered screws with segmented threads that secure 
and interlock the screws (see figures 4, 5, 12 and 13 and column 4, lines 11-13). In 
addition, Frigg teaches the placement of a distal screw to secure the nail in the desired 
position (see column 1, lines 14-18). 
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An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or 
agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon 
skilled preparation and prosecution. The Office cannot aid in selecting an attorney or 
agent.
